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THE WRONG ENEMY 


You may not have noticed 
it but a new propaganda drive 
is under way to turn the 
American people against West 
Germany. Innocents who cannot 
separate the old Nazi horrors 
perpetrated by Hitler from 
the new free West German re- 
public are easy prey to this 
propaganda. Then of course 
there are always the liber- 
als’ and certain of their 
big-city newspapers which can 
get terribly exercised over 
a long-dead Naziism, but re- 
main quite calm and complacent 
in the face of a very current 


communist menace. What these 
innocents and ‘liberals’ fail 
to realize is that the latest 
rash of stories about so-call- 
ed German militarism, Nazi 
resurgence and so on, are 
coming right out of Communist 
Russia. And no doubt thetrial 
of the despicable Eichmann in 
Israel will be played for all 
it is worth by the Red pro- 
pagandists. Aside from the 
Red leaders’ obvious hatred 
of the free and prosperous 
Germans of the Federal Repub- 
lic, what else is behind this 
attempt to turn the West 








against the essentially anti- 
Nazi new Germany? Perhaps the 
following provides a clue. 
Since the end of World 
War II, not less than three 
million people have escaped 
from Communist East Germany 
to West Berlin and West Ger- 
many. And the tide never 
stops, despite some easing of 
the awful conditions immedi- 
ately following the war. Last 
month, for instance, 13,000 
East Germans asked for asylum 
in the western sectors. What 
kind of people are these, who 
are willing to leave behind 
all their worldly goods and 
face the uncertainties of 
starting all over again? They 
are the sort of people without 
which no society can long ex- 
ist. The majority are young; 
the largest percentage are 
workers. Since the Red col - 
lectivization of East German 


ONE-MAN GOVERNMENT? 


Meantime, here at home a 
little noticed trend is de- 
veloping among the New Front- 
iersmen which has in it 
elements of great danger. The 
practice, during the past two 
decades, of centering more 
and more power in the fed- 
eral government is certainly 
bad enough -and is a definite 
threat to our republican form 











farms, nearly 42,000 are 
farmers. The Reds have lost 
4600 doctors to the West, 
16,000 teachers, nearly the 
same number of engineers and 
technicians, 12,000 univers- 
ity students and, believe it 
or not, 12,000 members of the 
Red police and army. 

But it is with Red regimes 
from which people like this 
are fleeing that the White 
House wishes, in its own 
words, ‘to improve cultural 
exchanges.’ This was the rea- 
son given for the new policy 
of permitting the Red nations 
to flood the United States 
with propaganda material 
through the mails without let 
or hindrance. May we ask the 
White House how freely Ameri- 
can propaganda material is 
permitted to flow around So- 
viet Kussia and the other 
communist countries? 


of constitutional government. 
But at least we have a little 
protection against these en- 
croachments in the Congress - 
the people’s representatives. 
But now there seems to be an 
acceleration toward what might 
be called one-man government, 
toward centering power not 
merely in the national gov- 
ernment, but in the person of 
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that government. A trend like 
this, to put it baldly, can 
lead to dictatorship. We are 
not charging that this is what 
President Kennedy and his New 
Frontiersmen have in mind. 
But the surrender of a peo- 
ple’s freedom in a system 
like ours seldom takes place 
in one fell swoop. It happens 
gradually, with a little ero- 
sion here and there - until 
one day we wake up to find 
that our liberties have dis- 
appeared almost without our 
knowing it. 

Here are a few examples of 
how this trend toward one-man 
government is being pushed 
under the so-called New 
Frontier. Incalling attention 


to this matter we are not 
discussing the merits or de- 
merits of the programs in- 
volved, but only the manner 
in which congressional power, 
which is answerable to the 
people, is being bypassed and 
executive power built up. 

One of the greatest weapons 
of a free people in retaining 
their freedom is the power of 
the purse -the power, through 
their representatives in Con- 
gress, to say how the people’s 
money shall and shall not be 
spent. This is why, in the 
American Constitution, the 
power of taxation and appro- 
priation of public money is 
lodged with the Congress, not 
with the President. But in 
Mr. Kennedy’s program of giv- 
ing federal money to what are 
called ‘distressed’ areas in 
the United States, there is a 
plan by which the President 
will not have to come back to 
Congress each year for the 
money which he dispenses. The 
idea is to give the President 
a blank check with which to 
draw on your money, which he 
can fill in as he sees fit. 

In the field of foreign 
handouts, Mr. Kennedy talks 
about a ten-year program of 
aid to Latim American nations. 
But the only way the President 
can make good on a promise 
like that is with another 








blank check. Congress must go 
back to the voters every two 
years, which means that the 
membership changes each two 
years. This Congress cannot 
tell a Congress in power five 
years from now how it should 
appropriate your money. Yet, 
in essence, that’s what these 
so-called long-range giveaway 
programs amount to — a demand 
that Congress abrogate its 
constitutional power over the 


RIDICULOUS LENGTHS 
Then there is the New 
Frontiersmen’s grandiose plan 
for solving the farm problem. 
We wouldn’t have a farm prob- 
lem if Congress for years had 
not been interfering with the 
free market for farm products 
with all sorts of price-fix- 
ing and production controls. 
Still, there is always the 
possibility that Congress, 
sensing the wishes of the 
people, will correct its own 
mistakes. But now the New 
Frontiersmen, many of whom 
probably couldn’t tell a farm 
from a football field, have a 
plan by which the farmers and 
the President between them - 
without benefit of the peo- 
ple’s representatives in 
Congress - will decide how 
much of your money will be 
paid to farmers to plant or 














purse and turn it over to the 
President. The same thing ap- 
plies to the whole foreign 
giveaway program. The Presi- 
dent wants it put on a long- 
range basis. This means that 
he or his successors would 
not have to come back to Con- 
gress each year for the money 
to be spent all over the 
globe. The Executive alone 
would decide how and where it 
should be spent. 


not to plant. We already have 
an example of the ridiculous 
lengths to which this sort of 
executive power can go. The 
government — with your money- 
supports the price of soy- 
beans. The support price was 
fixed at a certain amount 
last year. The soybean pro- 
ducers say they are getting 
along all right; they don’t 
want any more government help; 
they just want to be left 
alone to expand their markets. 
But the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture insists on raising the 
amount by which the government 
supports the price of soy- 
beans. The soybean producers 
do not want the raise, but 
the Secretary says they’re 
going to get it whether they 
want it or not. The reasoning 
behind this is anybody’s 
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guess -maybe the Agricultural 
Department just has more money 
than it knows what to do with. 

With these samples of new 
grabs for executive power, it 
is no wonder there are uneasy 
murmurs in Washington about a 
recent occurrence. It is the 
Senate’s duty to confirm or 
deny confirmation to presi- 
dential appointees. Senators 
represent the American states 
and are supposed to act in 
their interest, not in the in- 
terest of the Executive. A 
Senate committee was consider- 


ing a Justice Department ap- 
pointee, when in came Attorney 
General Bob Kennedy, the 
President’s young brother. He 
sat down and said nothing, but 
even the N.Y. Times noted that 
this was an unusual procedure 
and that the purpose was to 
take a hand in letting the 
Senators know that they should 
hurry up and confirm the ap- 
pointee. The big question is: 
Will the House and Senate 
submit meekly to these grabs 
at their constitutional pow- 
ers by the Executive?

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Book Review 
SEEING THE FUTURE 
STRATEGIC INTELLIGENCE and 
the Shape of Tomorrow, by 
William M. McGovern, 191 
pages, Regnery,Chicago, $4. 00. 
Will we have war? I[f we do, 
will it be a big war, ora 
series of little wars? What 
do Red threats mean - against 
Berlin, Formosa, Laos, the 
Congo? Is it possible, in the 
world struggle between commun- 
ism and freedom, to tell how 
any given nation or people 
will act? In other words, can 
we forecast the shape of 
things to come? We are not 
talking about supernatural 
prognostication. But it is 
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essential that we know wheth- 
er a given nation will fall 
within the communist orbit, 
or whether it will remain 
neutral, or whether it will 
throw in its lot with the 
forces of freedom. 

All this sounds like a large 
order. But it is Dr. McGov- 
ern’s contention that it can 
be filled with reasonable 
accuracy through the proper 
use of what is knewn as stra- 
tegic intelligence. The 
author is now a professor of 
political science at North- 
western University. He was an 
intelligence officer for the 








Joint Chiefs of Staff during 
World War II and obviously 
has kept up his interest in a 
subject which, contrary to 
popular belief, does not re- 
quire any expertese in cloak 
and dagger tactics. It does, 
however, require a knowledge 
of basic facts, the ability 
to consider them objectively 
and evaluate them accordingly. 

Reading this lively and 
rather unique revelation of 
the inner workings of strate- 
gic intelligence (the book is 
liberally spiced with the 
author’s own experiences) is 
somewhat like sitting in with 
the strategy-planners. But 
aside from this, there are 
fascinating chapters on how 
to judge the future per for- 
mance of a nation or a people 
according to their economic, 
ethnological and ideological 
bents. Ethnology includes, of 
course, race, language, re-

ligion, etc. Did you know, for 
instance, that it is much 
more difficult for a Japanese 
to learn Chinese than it is 
for an Americanor an English- 
man? Do you know why the fact 
that one nation is for us 
automatically guarantees that 
its neighbor is likely to be 
against us? This little book 
is full of unusual information 
like this-information that is 
of paramount importance in 
deciding how the pendulum will 
swing in any given spot. 

The latter part of Ur. Mc- 
Govern’s book is devoted to 
a forecast of the future and 
suggestions as to how our 
policy should be formed to 
meet what the future holds. 
You need not be in complete 
agreement with his conclusions 
in order to relish this high- 
ly informative tour through 
the puzzling mazes of world 
tensions. - Rosalie Gordon
